Muscat, July 9.—A terrific cyclone has pre- 
Valied here and in the adjacent country. 
Great damage was done in thecity and sur- 
rounding country. Many houses, both in town 
and on the plantations, were demolished. Loss 
offiife was appalling. Reports thus far show 
that over 700 persons were killed, 


Muscat is a town of considerable importance, 
being one of the leading sea ports on the 
Indian Ocean. Its harbor is three-fourths of 
& mile long and nearly half a mile 
wide, with a northwest opening and 
is completely sheltered fromthe prevailing 
monsoons. The city was built on the south of 
the barbor on very low ground, 
cliffs 400 and 500 feet high surrounding 
it and shuttin of all view 
of the sea. Thus protected, the city had 
hitherto escaped the terrible winds of the 
locality. The houses for the most part were 
In the Persian style, low, with flat roof, 
and the only exceptions were the Sultan’s 
palace, the Governor’s house and a few public 
bulldiogs. The streets are very narrow, and 
vehicies could only pass each other at stated 
points. ‘he city has the reputation of 
being the hottest piace in the world. 
It is only 23 deg. north of the equator and in 
Summer the temperature is appalling. Even 
in the depths of winter 90 deg. is considered 
cool. There are several villages adjoining 
in some of which ship-bullding is carried on. 
But the principal trade of the place is in dates 
and {gs and dried fruits. 


The London Letter-Carriers. 


LONDON, July 9.—The letter-carriers at- 
teched to the Central Post-ofece went on 
strike to-day. Delegates were appointed by 
the carriers to interview Postmaster -General 
Raikes and lay the grievance ofthe men be- 
fore him. When the delegation arrived at the 
office ofthe lTostmaster-General they found 
that he was absent. They saw the Sub-Con- 
troller, however, and stated the demand of 
theomento him, but he informed the mem- 
bers of the deputation thathe was powerless 
to reply on his own responsibility. The depu- 
tation informed the men of the result of their 
Visitandthe carriers decided to resume work 
until they could receiveareply to their de- 
mands from Postmaster-General Raikes him- 
self. 

ANOTHER STRIKE. 

The carriers attached to the Eastern Central 
Post-ofiice struck this afternoon. There is 
much excitement about the head office of the 
Eastern Central District, which is situated in 
Whitechapel Road and the police are guard- 
ing the building. 

INSUBORDINATE GRENADIER GUARDS. 

In the House of Commous to-day Mr. C. 
Graham, member for Northwest Division of 
Lanarkshire, asked the Government what 
truth there was in the reports that insubor- 
dination prevailed in the Grenadier Guards. 
Sir Edward Stanhope, Secretary of War, 
stated that the reports were much exagger- 
ated. There was some dissatisfaction, he 
said, on the battalion being ordered to parade 
on Monday. For a short time the men failed 
to appear, but eventually the whole battalion 
marched in perfect order in the places as- 
signed them. 

A HOTEL GUEST GETS JUDGMENT. 

In the Court of Queen’s Bench a verdict was 
returned awarding Mr. Henry Astor Carey of 
New York £586 damages against the proprie- 
tors of Long’s Hotel for the loss of a quantity 
of jewelry which was stolen from him while 
he was stopping at the hotel during his honey- 
moon. 

THE RACES.

Uruguay’s Foreed Currency. 


MONTEVIDEO, July 9.—The run on the banks 
in this city continues, notwithstanding the 
fact the government has decreed a forced cur- 
rency of the notes of the National Bank for six 
montbs. 

THE GOVERNMENT'S DECRER. 

Lonpon, July 8.—The London agent of the 
National Bank of Uruguay has received a 
cable dispatch from Montevideo stating that 
a law suspending the conversion inte specie 
of the notes of the National Bank for a max- 
imum period ofsix months has been decreed. 
The Government guarantees the payment 
of the notes of the bank, cedulas and goy- 
ernmentdebts, allof which are payable ia 
goid. Theemission of bank notes will be 
limited to $12,500,000 and will be guaranteed 
by the proper officialsto-day. This emission 
will be received everywhere the same as gold. 
The dispatch further states that absolute coa- 
fidence prevails in wonetary circles. 


Argentine’s New Bank Notes. 


BUENOS AYRES, July 9.—The President of the 
Argentine Republic bas authorized the issue 
of bank notes to the amount of $100,000,000 for 
the purpose of relieving the financial situa- 
tion. The rejection of the proposed sterling 
loams has caused great excitement on the 
Bourse.

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DAMAGED BY STORM. 


Wind, Hail and Rain Play Havoc 
in Cleveland. 


Many Buildings Partly Demolished 
and Others Rendered Unsafe. 


A Great Electric Light Pole Laid Lew—The 
Storm’s Werk in New York and the New 
England States—A Yacht and Crew Lost 
at Kouse’s Foint—The Erie Tracks 
Washed Out—Damage at Blaff Poist— 
Wires Prostrated at Ball’s Biuff—Nine 
Men Drowned, 


CLEVELAND, O., July 9.—The wind storm 
which swépt this city last evening was per- 
haps the most severe as regards destruction 
to property ever experienced. The advance 
of the storm seemed to be a number of sharp, 
quick gusts of wind that wrecked chimneys, 
blew down trees and sent everything mova- 
bie through theair. Its coming was shown 
by a cloud of dust fully a hundred 
feet high, which obscured the sun 
and made the streets as dark as at mid- 
night. Notasingle object couid be discov- 
ered ata distance of fifty feet. The fine dust 
Dllied the eyes and sifted into the clothing 
and breathing to those on the streets was im- 
possibie without a handkerchief pressed to 
the nostrils. Then came the rain, in rushing, 
swirling shects that beat down many plants 
and caused an exceedingly heavy loss to 
crops. The rainfall measured but three- 
tenths of an inch, however, and the pre- 
cipitation was therefore iusufiicient 
to cause heavy floods. The 
storm probably destroyed more trees thanany 
that has occurred here in years. In every 
partof the city large trecs were uprooted, as 
though they bad been pulled from the ground 
by the force of a whiriwind and the streets 
éverywhere were littered with broken 
branches and there was no lack of evidence 
thatthe storm was of the most unusual vio- 
lence. The course of the wind was uncertain 
and itshifted in eddies and whirling currents 
in the manner best caicuiated to cause a 
heavy loss of property. 

During the storm the electric light mast at 
the corner of Bank and Lake streets fell with 
A DEAFENING CRASH. 

The lights which it formerly supported 
could be seen almost fifteen miles further on 
the lake than the Government beacon. When 
the mast struck the heavy stone flagging the 
report sounded like that of a cannon. It 
bounded ten feetinto the airand rolled near 
to Foote, Reed & Co.’s building. The force 
with which itfelli was so great that the stone 
side-walk were spiitand mashed. The bricks 
in the northeast corner of Foote, Reed & 
Co.’s building, which the wast struck, 
were loosened for thirty feet be- 
low the roof and rendered the building un- 
safe. The rain had driven people off the 
streets, but an electric motor was within 
eighteen feet of the spot on which the mast 
lay. The motorman saw the first sign of tiie 
falland stopped the car. The mast waa 155 
feet high and keptin position by six steel guy 
pores It was made of forty steel cylinders, 
held together by rivets five eigbtbs of an inch 
in dlameter. The guy ropes were, 
too, five-eighths of an inch in 
diameter. The greatest damage, how- 
ever, wason the ore docks along the old 
river bed and willamountto at least $80,000, 
perhaps more. Three of the immense ma- 
chines used in unioading ore from boats tiat 
look as though they couid stand the hardest 
wind that ever came over the water fel! to the 
earth and were so badly damaged that they 
will bave to be replaced Dy new ones. They 
were valued at $30,000 a piece, $90,000 in ail, 
but the total loss may be $10,000 less as atiew 

pieces of machinery were saved from 
TOTAL DESTRUCTION. 

Two hoists on the Cleveland, Pittsburg 
Raliway docks and one of the New York, 
Pennsylvania & Ohio docks were destroyed. 
Onthe westside the damage to shade trees 
cannot be estimated atiess then $1,200, and 
the grieving owners of the handsome poplars 
and maples which were nprooted by the wind 
will be impatient with such amoderate figure. 
Hardly a vaisable tree ofa few years’ growth 
escaped without losing afine braach or with- 
outa pérmanent defiection from its perpen- 
Gicular position. 

The storm played sad havoc with the wires 
throughout the city. The telegraph and tel- 
ephone companies lost a numberof wires 
while the service of the fire and police depart- 
ments was nearly wrecked. Half a dozen 
yachts inside the breakwater that were not 
securely anchored were biown adrift. The 
large two-story building atthe corner of Or- 
ange and Jackson streets, formerly used asa 
steam laundry, was badly dam- 
aged. a new bolier-shop, being 
erected bY Bmith Teachout, 
between the Erie and Nickel Piate tracks and 
the pbuilding which was to cost $4,500, was 
nearly complete. When the storm bad passe 
a single corner post was left to mark the piace 
where the building bad been, and the boards 
and roof were scattered about im a promis- 
cuous manner. The work of destruction was 
done as thoroughly as though a force of men 
had been engaged to make a complete wreck 
ofthe building. Several houses in the course 
of construction on 8. Clair street were so dam- 
aged by the storm that it will be found neces- 
sary torebuild them. Other minor damages 
caused by the wind are visible all over the 
citv and it willtake many days to efface the 
evidences left of the cycione. 


Wind and Hail. 


Rovses Pornt, N. Y., July 9.—About 3:30 p. 
m. yesterday this place was visited by the 
worst wind and bail storm ever known, de- 
molishing houses, trees and upsetting things 


in general. A few moments before the storm, 
which came without warning, the steam 
yacht Little Nellie, of this place, used for 
towing purposes, left this port with a pile 
driver bound forthe Vermont River, distant 
about three miles. Whena mile out she was 
lost to sight and little hopes are entertained 
of her reaching asafe port to awalt the pass- 
ing of the storm. Assoon as the storm was 
over search was made forthe missing ves- 
sel, no less than twenty boats ieaving 
portte look for her. The search, bowever, 
was Vain, as she had gone down. Oapt.George 
Clark, his son an Engineer Hill were 
drowned. But one man was saved and he had 
a terrible experience, being in the pilot house 
when the boat capsized. He also went down 
with the boat, but when she struck bottom he 
broke through a window and made his way to 
the surface of the water, where he battled 
with the wind, rain and hail for over an bour, 
belng rescued in an exbausted condition. His 
bands and face were badly cut. For some rea- 
son the man refused to give his name. Par- 
ties are searching for the missing bodies, but 
as yet bave met with no success. It is 
feared there were other casualties, as severa! 
fishing boats on the lake have not yet put ia 
an appearance. 


The Damage at Pilattsbarg. 


New York, July 9.—The Herald has the fo)- 
lowing telegram from Platteburg, N. Y.: ‘‘A 
terrific wind storm passed overthis city this 
afternoon. Several lives were lost and aa 


immense amount of damages done in a very 
shorttime. The day was intensely warm and 
about4o’clock the atmosphere changed. It 
came suddenly. The sky was overcast and a 
regular tornado foliowed. Huge trees were 
snapped off and uprooted. Houses were tn- 
roofed and shattered, andthe wildest ex- 
citement ensued. There wasno time to seek 
shelter. Thedebris covered the streets and 
several persons were stricken down and 
killed while others were drowned. The loss 
is very great.’’ 

(At thie point the dispatch was interrupted 
by the breaking of the wires.) 

Several other deaths are reported from the 
storm in the northern parts of the county, but 
particulars cannot be learned. The damage 
cannot be fally ted.

Heavy Damage at Piattsburs. 


PLATTSBURG, N. Y., July 9.—It is now stated 
that the new Champlain Hote! at Biuff Point 
was damaged to some extent by yesterday's 
storm and that trees in the park were injured. 


A valet named Valley was out on the lake 
fishing when the storm struck him, overturn- 
ing his boat and drowning him. A man 
named Ryan, living a few esthes west of this 
Villiage, had one leg and an arm broken by the 
blowing down of his barn. The damage Can- 
not yet be fully estimated. A iarge Darn, 
owned by Mr. Fordham, on Cumberiand 
Head, and the large ice house of the Brown 
Bros. and others in this section are total 
wrecks. 


At Bluff Point. 


Troy, N. Y., July 9.—An eye-witness of the 
storm at Bluff Point was seen bya Telegram 
reporter atthe Union Depot at 1:45 o’clock 
this morning, whenthe Northern passenger 


train arrived. He said only one life was lost, 
that of amannamed Valley, a guest of the 
hotel. He was out fishing in the lake when 
the cyclone struck the pinee and a terrific 
wind overturned his boat. He could not reach 
the shore and lost his life. A gentieman stated 
that the storm wasthe most terrific ever ex- 
perienced in tbe vicinity, and that trees twice 
as large as the body of a man were uprooted. 
Many barns were blown down, and ip one 
instance a horse and wagon were biown across 
afield. Asfaras he knewno one was seri- 
ously injured. He estimated the damage to 
the hotel at about $3,000. He said the storm 
lasted nearly ten minutes and came up very 
suddenly. 


Nine Men Drowned. 


VERGENNES, Vt., July 9.—A terrific wind, 
rain and thunderstorm passed over Vergennes 
last night, doing great damage. Hundreds of 
shade trees were biown down. The streets 


during the storm were filled with flying signs. 
slate, bricks anda black cloud of dust. The 
lightning flashed ina terrific manner and the 
thunder rolled heavily. H. T. Rhodes’ wind 
mili was demolished. The steamer Water 
Lily was caught In the storm, but lost no pas- 
sengers and arrived here safely. At Sall’s 
Bluff, N. Y., nine men are reported drowned. 
The steamer Oriole reached Plattsburg after 
the storm broke and is safe. The damage 
must be very large, but is not eatimated. 


At Salamanca, 


SALAMANCA, N. ¥., July 9.—An exceptionally 
violent storm visited this place at 7:15 o’clock 
last evening, Causing great damage to prop- 
erty. The third story of the new Becker 
& Maney block, ndt yet completed, gave way 
and the mass of brick crushed down upon the 
adjoining bulidingas,nearly demolishing them. 
Fred Russell of Baker was buried in the de- 
bris, but was not seriously injured. Several 
others had narrow escapes. The loss on 
property is estimated at $10,000, 


At Jameésiown. 

July 9.—Last night’s 
storm washed out the Erie Railroad tracks to 
such an extent that traffic was stopped. 
Streets bave been damaged to the extent of 


several thousand dollars. Several houses 
had their foundations washed out, leaving 
them in a dangerous condition.

The Washingten Eureau Finds Another 
Errer in Maj. Weigel’s Returns by Which 
St. Leuis Loses 3,000 More—What the 
Cémmittee Is Deiug—An Intelligent Ef- 
fort to Demonstrate the Incerrectness of 
the Count, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 9.—The rough 
official count of the population of St. Louis by 
the Census Office was completed to-day. It 
shows the city’s population to be 448,124. This 
is an excess of about 12,000 over the estimate 
by the local Supervisor. 

The result of the official rough count of the 
population of Baltimore by the Census office 
here shows a total of 433,689 people. In 1880 
Baitimore’s population was 332,313. 


The list of names now In the hands of Sec- 
retary Frank of the Citizens’ Census Commit- 
tee numbers nearly two thousand. The ex- 
act figures cannot yet be given, because they 
have not been tabulated, but Mr. Frauk is 
now having them classified and arranged so 
that by to-morrow he will be able to show just 
how many Omissions have beén found up to 
date. Hereportedto the committee yester- 
day afternoon that he then bad over 1,000 
names, and since then they have been pour- 
ingin and the mail carrierbas hada busy 
time with the letters reporting omissions. 
These reports are the figures which will count 
after all. The people of 5t. Louls want 
to demonstrate to Gen. Noble that 
when they say Weigel and his enumerators 
were incompetent, they spoke whereof they 
know and ifthe people continue to take as 
much interest in reporting omissions as 
they are now taking there will be ample 
proof by Saturday night that the census taking 
in 8t. Louls was an unjast and burtful faree. 

The committee purchased 300 blank books 
and lead pencils yesterday evening, 
which were turned over to Chief 
of Police Harrigan. This morning they 
were distributed by his iastructions 
to the patrolmen, who were told to inquire on 
their beats who had not been counted, and to 
record all omissisons In the blank books. 
This is systematic work which will bring good 
results. The policemen are intelligent 
men, who are fully capable of 
doing such work in a sensible fashion 


and they will prove that the enumerators 
were either grossly incapable or grossly neg- 
lectful; one orthe other. They may chose 
either horn of the dilemma. Itis doubtful 
which would the more assist in securing for 
them the extra compensation requested for 
leaving out several thousand of the city’s in- 
habitants. 
HUNTING/OP THE MISSED. 

The police wilino doubt secure thousands 
ofmames of persons who have been omitted. 
Having undertaken it, they willdo the work 
well. The merchants and business men have 


been steadily reporting the omissions in their | 


establishments, thougb many have negiected 
todoso, because having made a reportto 
the Post-DISPATCH when its blanks were 
sent out they think that sufficient. 
Thatisawmistake. The POST-DISPATCH lists 
have already doné their work. Maj. Weigel 
gave the names printedto the enumerators, 
who made inquiries of the persons reported, 
inserted the names in the schedules and then 
reported back to the Supervisor that the 
names wereon the schedules. The reports 
now called for by the committee have nothing 
to do with those furnished the Post-DisPaTcu 
and the fact that names were sentto this 
paper sbould deter no one from sending his 
name to the committee. The three sources of 
information—the police, the business men’s 
lists and the individual reporte—will furnish 
the committee sufticient data on which to base 
a request for a recount. 

There are sowe in the city who are satisfied 
to rest content with a showing of 450,000, but 
the citizens’ committe, which has the city’s 
Interest at heart, does not feel that bécause 
St. Louis is credited with 450,000 she ought to 
rest content with thousands § still un- 
counted. It makes no difference whetber 
St. Louis is credited with 450, 000 
or 565u,000, she is entitied to a complete count. 
She hae not had it and she will not rest con- 
tent until every one of the uncounted thous- 
ands is included. St. Louls protests that she 
will not be placed in the hands ofa board of 
ignorant, incompetent men and submis to 
whatever showing they may wish to make 
for ber. And so it does not matter how 
many more errors the Census Bureau 
finds in Maj. Weigel’s returns St. Louis arill 
still insist upon a recount because It is known 
positively that thousands have been omitted. 
So, when Gen. Noble telegraphed yesterday 
that the dispatch of July 4 had been rece!ved 
ana would be answered, the following repiy 
was sent: 

To John W. Noble, Washington, D. C.: 

I have just received your dispatch tothe 
Citizens’ Committee; committee unanimous 
that we willsuppiy such information as wil! 
warrant a recount of city. Hold the case open 
until the Citizens’ Committee is heard from. 
Special committee leaves for Washington 
Saturday night.

HERE IS PROOF. 

But what proof Gen. Nobie can desire fur- 
ther than Maj. Weigel’s own returns it is dif- 
floult tounderstand. No critic could have 
made a worse showing for him or his enumer- 
ators than they have made for themselves 
in their blundering, improper, iu- 
correct reports. As soon as they were 
examined on the first rough count a tremeén- 
dous error was discovered, and now a second 
has been found. Maj. Weigel will not say 
again that the census of 8t. Louis has been as 
welltaken as that of any other city, and he 
willmotreport the positive statement he so 
often made that the correct cénsus of 
St. Louls was 433, 000. That was 
what he said it was, but like 
all his other work in connection with the cen- 
sus, it was wrong, and his own figures proved 
the error, for in the first count the census 
experts in Washington found that Maj. 
Weilgel’s own figures showed 448, 124 instead of 
433,000. The other error, which has been 
found, showed that he and his enumerators 
were either ignorant of the census rules 
under which they were working or else were 
incapabie of understanding them. The 
schedules contain 3,000 names, followed by no 
other information. After some appeared the 
words 

‘*OUT OF TOWN,’’ 

asan explanation why nothing more than the 
name was given. Others were accompanied 
by no explanation. Maj. Welgel knew, or 
should have known, that these names could 
not be corrected, and yet be sent them on in 
this fashion and then insisted that the census 
was well taken. If these lists can be cor- 
rected so that these names may be counted 
the population of St. Louls will 
atand at 451,000, just 18,000 more than Maj. 
Weigel said it was when he insisted that his 
figures were correct. It cannot be possible 
thatelther Gen. Noble or Supt. Porter want 
such returns as these on which to base their 
estimates and make up their tables of what 
are supposed to be accurate statistics. 
Finding such enormous and inexcusable 
biunders a8 this, they cannot do otherwise 
than believe that the whole census of 8t. Louls 
bad poeen badly butchered, and they can 
hardly refuse a recount whens, in addition to 
these errors, the committee presents them 
with alist of between 15,000 and 20,000 names 
of people who have been omitted.

Philip Stock, Secretary of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the London syndicate which owne 
and controls all but three of the 8&t.

Mr. Stock has pos- 
itively denied that there was any economy in 
the matter of salaries belng practised or that 
any of the old proprietors of 
breweries had been dropped from their 
positions with the syndicate or that any were 
to be dropped.

A FEARFUL HEAD-END COLLISION, 


Four Trainmen avd a Bey Killed at Clear 
Creek, Ala, 
By Telegranh to the POsST-DISPATCH. 
BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 9.—A fearful head- 
end wreck occurred on the Louisville & Nash- 
ville Railroad near Clear Creek Station, forty- 
one miles below here, at 6 o’clock this morn- 
ing. The Montgomery accommodation, which 
left here at4a. m., consisting of an engine, 
baggage car, caboose and passenger coach, 
was run into bya pony north-bound freight, 


both going at the rate of thirty miles an hour. 
The official reports so far recelved give the 
killed as follows:

The report says a number of passengers 
and train bands were wounded, Dut none 
believea to be fatally.

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CINCINNATI ENDEAVORING TO PREVENT 
SHIPMENTS TO ST. LOUIS. 


A Shrewd Scheme te Attract Kentacky and 
Tennessee Grain te Cincinnati byjMeans 
of Misleading Quotations—Serious Losses 
Suffered by the Farmers—Peculiarities 
ef the Cincinnati Markets. 


A peculiar instance of the manner in which 
some of the smaller competitors of 8t. Louis 
for the grain trade of Southern Indian, South. 
ern Lilinois, Kentucky and Tennessee have 
been trying to cut into the rapidly growing 
trade of this city came to lightto-day. Cin- 
cinnati has long been jealous of the incréased 
shipments of wheat to St. Louls from territory 
that the former city has been in the habit of 
considering as belonging to that market, 
Frantic efforts bave been made by the grain 
receivers and members of the Board of Trade 
to stop the driftof this branch of business 
toward &t. Louls, but with litcle success, as is 
evidenced by the steadily increasing ship- 
ments of wheat from the country contiguous 
to and south of the Ohio toward St. Louis. 

ENDEAVORING TO RETAIN TRADE. 

Agents have been sent among the farmers, 
representing that Cincinnati was a much bet- 
ter grain market than St. Louis; trade papers 
have been largely circulated containing the 
same statements, andevery means has been 
adopted to Induce shippers to continue to 
send their grain to that city, and to deter 
them from changing their market to St. 
Louls. Inepite of all that has been done 
shipment from the territory south of the 
Oblo has rapidly decreased,the wheat seeking 
a market in §t. Louis. The crop of the pres- 
ent year in Kentucky and Tennessee promises 
to be very fine, and the Cincinnati! merchants 
have been very anxious tosecureit. A shrewd 
plan was adopted to accomplish this end,

WEIGEL’s gross error in esti- 
mating his own returns shows how little 
he knew about them, and discredits any- 
thing he may say on the subject. 

But aside from the proof furnished by 
WEIGEL and his enumerators of their fail- 
ure, the evidence of statistics and the 
names of the missed which have poured 
into the newspaper offices and the hands 
of the Census Committee, one of the 
strongest reasons for a recount is found in 
the returns themselves. It is reported that 
over 3,000 names have been enumerated 
but that the schedules on which they are 
written are unfilled for various reasons. 
These names cannot be counted under 
the law unless the schedules are filled and 
it is not likely that Maj. WEIGEL will suc- 
ceed in doing this. Thus St. Louis may 
be cut out of the credit of 3,000 residents 
known to be here, but rejected from the 
official census on account of the idiocy of 
enumerators, 

When to all the convincing proofs of the 
injustice St. Louis suffers from the census 
just taken are added the reports of the 
policemen there will be no escape in fair- 
ness from a recount.

AN INCIDENTAL OCCURRENCF. 

Senator HAWLEY professesto be very 
much shocked at Bishop POTTER’s re- 
marks on the crazy legislation which 
REED and Quay threaten toinflict upon 
the country. Butthough shockedit is 
noteworthy that he has little or nothing 
tosay inrefutation of the charges. He 
confines himselftoa general rebuke of 
the Bishop and other like minded people 
whom he disposes of by calling them pes- 
simists. Charges of extravagance he 
meets by pointing with pride to the mar- 
velous growth of the country. 

But neither epithets nor self-satisfaction 
will serve as a defense against the truth. 
An evil should be pointed out as soon as it 
appears, no matter whether itis great or 
little. A slight tendency is often the 
initial stage of an irresistible flood of 
disaster, and the man who picks up 
‘*slight tendencies and incidental occur- 
rences’’ and makes the most of them is 
the man who is most needed in a free 
country. The “kicker” performs a neces- 
sary part in the social and political econ- 
omy, fora ‘‘kicker’’ is no other than one 
who has a talent for telling the truth and 
telling it in time. 

But what are these ‘“‘slight tendencies 
and incidental occurrences” which Sen- 
ator HaWLey finds it patriotic to ignore? 
They are manitested in the pension legis- 
lation, the election bill, the rise and 
progress of Speaker REED, all of which 
are special phases of what has come to be 
known as Quayism. Is the embezzlement 
of $460,000 only an ‘‘incidental oo- 
currence’? in the career of Senator 
Quay? If so, the history of his 
career will be highly § interesting 
when it comes to be written. Men in 
whose careers such transactions figure as 
incidental occurrences have not hitherto 
been in high favor as chairmen of com- 
mittees. Thata man lying under such an 
accusation can dominate his party in na- 
tional politics and absolutely control it in 
his own State is significant of something 
more than a slight tendency. If such 
things are to be treated lightly and passed 
by without indignation it would be inter- 
esting to know what, in the view of the 
new school of politics, would constitute a 
tendency or ocourrence worthy of serious 


attention.

150 MILES OF DUST. 
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The Consequence of the Improved 
Street Sprinkling Co.’s . 
Assignment. 


The Sheriff Seizes the Carts and 
Is Now High Sprinkler 
of the City. 


The Statement of the Company’s Assets and 
Liabilities—The Street Sweeping Cen.- 
tracts Turned Over to Mr, Welfert—An 
Attachment fer $12,000 the Direct 
Cause of the Assignment—What Mr, 
Joseph and the Assignee, Mr. Foster, 
Havete Say—A Petty Quarrel—Splendid 
Prospect of St. Louisans Being suffo. 
cated With Dust. 


The sprinkling troubles have about reached 
a climax, and it is now pretty certain that the 
citizens of 8t. Louis will be compelled to stand 
a good deal of dust. A more unfortunate or a 
more complicated state of affairs than now 
exists could hardly beconceived. The ton- 
tractor holding the largest part of the city 
contracts is unable to go on with his work. 
His carts are in the hands of the Sheriff and 
the business In the hands of an assignee. 
There are not enough carts in the 
city to to the work he is unable 
to do, and those that can be had 
are in the hands of men who, it is feared, will 
not hesitate to charge any price they think 
they can get. One handred and fifty miles of 
streets are unsprinkled to-day, a great part 
of them being in the most thickly settled part 
of the city. The direct cause of all the 
trouble and the tast straw that broke the 
camel’s back was an attachment brought by 
the Bothe Carriage & Wagon Co. for about 
$12,000. The attachment was put in the 
hands of the Sheriff yesterday afternoon 
and served. Every sprinkling-wagon 
and sweeping - machine belonging to 
the St. Louls Improved Street- 
Sprinkling Co. was seized along with the dirt 
carts and other parts of the equipment. 
The whole business was so tied up that it may 
be weeks before a settlement can be made, 
and inthe mean time the streets will go un- 
sprinkled. 

The trouble has been impending for some 
time, the St. Louls Improved Street Sprink- 
ling Co, having taken twenty-six contracts at 
pretty low prices in the face of very bitter op- 
position from all the other sprinkling con- 
tractors. From the first day the company bad 
trouble. The new carts with the patent 


centrifugal attachment were not't ready and 
there were notenough orf them. The work 
was not done asthe specifications demanded 
and the fight began. Thecity kept.up its end 
and made every effort to keep 
the contractor up tothe work. Extra wagons 
were hired by the city to help out 
and the cost charged up against the son- 
tractors In those districts. six of the con- 
tracts with the St. Louls company were can- 
celled by the city in hopes thatthe carts pre- 
viously usea in these districts would be put 
on the other, but no materiel benefit was 
the result. The charges against the St. Louls 
company accumulated rapidly until they ex- 
ceeded the amounts due the contractor for 
0 a work he did, and put him in debt tothe 
city. 
REFUSED TO ACCEPT WARRANTS. 

Ever since March 15, when the sprinkling 
season began, the St. Louls Co. has been try- 
ing to get along without drawing any money 
from the city, sothat they were under very 
heavy expense for operations. 

The combination of all these matters, pus- 
sibly with promptings from rival + ke mpneiagy| 
contractors, brought the Bothe Carriage 
Wagon Co. around to the idea that they had 
better secure their money as soon as possible, 
so they rushed in with thelr attachment. 

The St. Louls company gives butscant ex- 
planation of whatitintends to do, and the 
city officials for the time being are completely 
at sea on the matter. The inspectors in the 
twenty districts of the &8t. Louls company are 
laid off, and Supt. Brown is waiting for. the 
higher officials to make amoveand give him 
some instructions to begin on. 

Itis almost impossible to go outand hire 
carts by the day, as there are not enough of 
them inthe citY to do the work. The con- 
tracts can not very well be relet, because 
under the charter a letting cannot be made 
without due notice fora sufficient time, so 
that the shortest possible timein which the 
letting could be made would be about two 
weeks. On the other hand, it is not very 
probable that reasonable prices could be 
obtained if the bids were called for, as no 
contractor would care to buy an te Apewrneg 
ror a contract fortbe remainder of this sea- 
son unless he could get pretty high figures. 

THE ASSIGNMENT. 

Shortly after the Recorder of Deeds office 
opened this morning, Bobert M. Foster, the 
attorney for the S8t. Louis Improved 
Street Sprinkling Co. and the West 
End Supply, Coal & Ice Co., 
which are considered practically one 
entered with a bundle of documents and pre- 
sented them forreecord, The first paper nied 
was a deed oftrust from the 8t. Louis Im- 
proved Uo. to Stiebel & Kessinger of Cincin- 
nati, in the sum of $50,000 0n allthe real and 
personal property. the company also exe- 
cuted a bill of sale on the street sweeping ma- 
chines and contractsto Joseph Walfert, the 
amount being $8,000, 

The assignment naming Mr. Foster as as- 
signee was then filed. It places 
the assets free from deeds of 
trustand other claims at $25,000. The docu- 
ment sets forth the fact that the directors of 
the company held ameeting yesterday and 
concluded by s unanimous vote to deciare an 
assignment. The statement is to the 
effect that of the estate of the 
corporation only $25,000 Is available for the 
creditors and the deeds oftrust excuted to 
Stiebel & Kessinger cover $83,000 of the com- 
panies’ realand personal property. The 
affidavit of Secretary and Treasurer Hiram 
H. Stieble and Supt. Dave Joseph which ac- 
companies the statement reads as follows:

This covers all the 
livestock owned by the company. The second 
is given to Btiebel & Kessinger of Cincinnati on 
all personal property owned by the company 
in the sum of $11,811.39. A second mortg 
on the personal property is given to Henry G. 
Stiebel, the patentee of the centrifugal 
sprinkling cart, jn the sum of $11,000.

$6,526.21 for buliding carts and doing other 
work for Manager Joseph’s company. Three 
thousand dollars of this amount is due in 
September on promissory notes drawn by the 
sprinkling company. he petition states 
that a fraudulent transfer of property was to 
be made that would interfere with the collec- 
tion of the claim. 

Meyer & Wernes’ claim ia for $496 alleged to 
be due for repairson the sprinkling carts. 
The same allegations are madein this peti- 
tion that are given in that filed for the Bothe 
company. 

SERVED THE ATTACHMENTS. 

As soon as these suits were filed yésterday 
afternoon attachments were made out and 
piven to the Sherifffor service. At *clock 
astevening Deputy Sheriff .Meis visi the 
company’s stables at Sixteenth and 
Clark avenue and attached everything in 
sight. He waited until all the sprinkling carts 
had turned in for the night and in his return 
this morning showed at he had missed 
nothing. All the carts, about 9 in number 
and over 150 head of stock, harness 
and other supplies were seized. Two 
watchmen were placed in charge of the prop- 
erty with instructions to let no person remoye 
any part of it. 

anager Joseph, it appears, did not hear of 
the attachment until after the Sheriff's visit to 
the stables. His foreman telephoned him 
that everything had been attached and 
that tne Sheriff had refused to allow 
the teamsters to take out the street sweeping 
machines.

As a matter of course there were many 
complaints of the dust and the sprinklin 
inspectors, who were aware that the Sheri 
had possession of Joseph’s carts, 
facetiously referred those who were dis- 
posed to compiain to that official. 

MR. JOSEPH TALKS. 

A PosT-DISPATCH reporter called at Man- 
ager Joseph’s office shortly ofter the com- 
pany’s assignment became a matter of record 
and inquired as to the causea that led up to 
the collapse. Mr. Joseph wasinan unpleas- 
ant frame of mind, and was not disposed to 
be communicative. He said that the company 
had been fought bitterly by the 
sprinkling ‘contractors’ combine and bad 
other setbacks which forced it to the wall.

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WEATHER PREDICTIONS. 


PROPOSED UNION WITH CANADA IN SIGNAL 
SERVICE OBSERVATIONS. 


An Important Conference to Take Place 
With Canadian Representatives in Retfer- 
ence to Establishing Northwestern Sta- 
tiens—Where Cold Waves Originate, 
and How They Can Be Traced—A 
Theory About Tornadoes. 


HIS morning William 
Rutledge of Washing- 
ton, D. C., passed 
through the city on 
bis way to Fort Assin- 
niboine. Mr. Rut- 
ledge is engaged in 
making an examina- 
tion of a number of 
signal service stations 
in the Northwest, with 
the object of ascer- 
tainting whethersome- - 
thing cannot be done toincrease the efficiency 
ofthe service. He has had long experience 
in the West, having been connected with the 
surveys under eontrol of Capt. George M,. 
Wheeler, Prof. F. VV. Hayder, and 
Maj. J. M. Powell, and having paid 
particular attention to wmeteorology. 
He is deputed by the War Department 
to examine Into the state of the signal offices 
nearest the British line, and to confer with a 
deputation from the Canadian Goverment in 
reference to establishing a line of signal sta 
tions in. British America. 
WORKING AT A DISADVANTAGE. 

**The Signal Service has iong labored under 
great disadvantages,’’ Mr. Rutledge said, ‘‘in 
having its field of observation limited by the 
British line. If we had stations north of the 
boundary, far better resuits could pe ob- 
tained. We are obliged to work in the dark 
as far as all the great country north of 
Dakota and Montana is concerned, and this is 
just the country that is necessary to us to as- 
certain what is likely to occur in the weather 
line. Itisa common idea, even among men 
in the Signal Service, that the weather for the 
Mississippi Valley originates in the north- 
western part of our country. This is very far 
from being the case, It originates in Britisn 
Columbia, and we only cateh the areas of 
higb or low barometer when they are well on 
their way, and long after they have started. 


AS matters stand wedo not know how they 
come into existence, what atmospheric con- 
ditions produce them, where they start from, 
bow extensive an area they are likely to cover, 
or how long they will robably 
last. It is the general opinion of 
those who have carefully examined 
the matter that ifthere were a series of sta- 
tions in British Columbia many meteorolog- 
ical problems that are practically insoluble 
under present conditions could be clearly 
understood. 
WHERE THE WEATHER ORIGINATES. 

From the very inadequate data obtainable 
it seems most probabie that the region con- 
tiguous tothe Saskatchewan is the starting 
point for mostofthe weather In the Missis- 
sippi Valley, at least during the winter. If 
we could kaow what wads golog onin the 
Saskatchewan country the weather could be 
predicted for forty-eight hours ahead 
or even more thang this. In addi- 
tion the extent &: a high or low 
barometrical area would be very definitely, 
ascertained, and the probable area that ! 
would cover in this country. The weather ! 
British Columbia !s very considerably modi 
fied, and the direction of storm centers 
changed by abranch of the Chinook winds 
that give Orexon, Washington, and part o 
Montana thelr pecullar climate. One parto 
a district is heated by these winds, and this 
has a decided influence on the course of 
storms, butone impossible to determine un- 
less the condition of affairs at the. place 
of origin is known. some coid 
weather will follow the Mississippi 
Valley to Texas, while in other cases it will 
move off for the north, crossing the lakes. 
Just why this occurs cannot be determined 
until signal stations are established north of 
our boundary. 

SASKATCHEWAN AND MACKENZIB WAVES, 

**‘another cause that modifies the direction 
and continuance of low or high barometer 
areas is the weather in the Mackenzie River 
region. This does not often influence the 
weather In the United States, but its effects, 
when they are felt, are of great importance. 
A cold wave from the Mackenzie, meeting 
one from the Saskatchewan, will not only 
cause a very great fall of temperature, bul 
will also give the cold wavea shift to the 
South that willcarry it to the gulf and pre- 
vent it from belng much felt east of Lilinols. 
The cold weather of Texas, Louisiana and 
Mississippi! nearly always comes from the 
Mackenzie, and the extremes of the Northern 
Mississipp! are also in a great degree de- 
endent upon the same country. It is be- 
ijeved that much cap be learned In relation to 
the tornadoes from observationsin the British 
possessions. Not a few ascribe tornadoes 
to a Mackenzie current meeting a 
Chinook belt. The _siwitine is formed 
by awarm chinook wind coalescing with a 
Saskatchewan cold wave, but keeping its po- 
sition in the southwestern part. The Chinook 
weather hasa more southeasterly tendency 
than the Saskatchewan area, and has a move- 
ment across it. 

A TORNADO THEORY. 

**Let a cold Mackenzie wave come down with 
amotion nearly south and strike the 6as- 
katchewan current and a dangerous condition 
of affairs exists. When the warm chinook 
wind strikes the cold Mackenzie current, as it 
is likely to de, great atmosphere disturbances 
are nearly certain to occur. The 
minion Government is considering the 
advisability of locating six or seven 
signal stations On the Sasktachewar and two 
or three on the Mackenzie, all to work in 
conjunction with our service. The growin 
paren. of Manitoba and the country wes 
of it is the reason for this. Lamon my way 
to consult with the Oanadian officiais and 
hope that by next yeara line of stations wiil 
be established. This will be of immense ben- 
efit to this country. We will not be ob to 
catch our weather on the fly, as it were, and 
make predictions without an adequate know!l- 
edge of the conditions, but after a little stud 
we can tell pretty closely where a storm 
go before it has reached the United States.’’

THE DYNAMITE COAST DEFENSE GUN 
TESTED AT COLD SPRINGS, N.- ¥.

The Big Fellow Made by the Pneumatic 
Dynamite Gun Co.—Shelis Containing 
Sand and Ashes fubstituted fer the 
Deadly Dyuamite—The Trial Pronounced 
Successful by Army Officers. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTCu. 

New York, July 9.—About one hundred 
persons went to Cold Springs on the Hudson 
yesterday afternoon to witness the trial of a 
new 15-inch dynamite coast defense gun made 
by the Pneumatic Dynamite Gun Oo. of this 
city, forthe British army. The gun, weigh- 
ing with its carriage about eighty tons and 
about forty tons alone, fifty feet in length 
with an inside diameter of fifteen inches, was 
Placed in position at the end of the long 
wharf owned by the West [Point Foundry Co., 
which cast the plece. The contract with the 
British Government called fora gun which 
oould throw a charge 0f/100 pounds of dynamite 
in an eight-inch shell, a distance of 8,200 
yards with compressed air as the motive 
force. Owing to the service of an injuaction 
upon the company, it was prevented from 
throwing shelis loaded with dynamite and 
to substitute a composition of sand and _— 
so mixed as to weigh the same as dynam 
and to filla shell ordinarily used for that ex- 
plosive. After two or three preliminary trials, 
four shots were made at a distance of 3,200 
yards up the river to a point between Orow’s 
Nest and Stony Point. The first shot was 
made in an eight-inch sub-caliber shell, 
weighing 339 pounds, which was of steel and 
coated with copper to avoid corrosion. The 
initial pressure on the cylinder at the time 
the shot was fired was 1,000 pounds to tne 
square inch, the pressure on the cylinder 
after the shot being 865 pounds. The eleva- 
tion of the gun was 50 degrees and 20 minutes. 
The projectile revolved considerably after 

AKRIVING ATITS GREAT POINT.

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THE BEHRING SEA FUSS. 


SIR JULIAN PAUNCEFOTF, BRITISH MIN- 
ISTER, MAKES A DIPLOMATIC DENIAL- 


He States, Hewever, That British Veasels 
Are in the Nerth Pacific te Pretect the 
British Flag and Sealers—Important 
Aectien te Be Taken by the House Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs. 


New Yor, July 9.—The WORLD has the 
following from Washington im regard to the 
Bebring Sea complications: 

Sir Julian Paunocefote was seen by the Wor:ip 
correspondent yesterday. He repeated .the 
diplomatic denial which he made Monday 
night, but said that he preferred to add noth.- 
ing to it which might lead to friction or be 
misconstrued. He added, however: 

‘*There is no doubt that our vessels in the 
North Pacific are there to protect the British 
flag and our sealers.’’ 

Highly important action was taken at thé 
Capital yesterday with regard to the Behring 
Sea controversy. For several months 
the Foreign Affairs Committee of 
the House has been engaged in a dis- 
cussion of various phases of the subject. 
Therehbas been littie communication between 
the Committee and the State Department with 
relation to the affair, though Chairman Uitt 
of Illinois, is a close personal friend of Seore- 
tary Blaine. The negotiations have been re- 
garded as of so important and confidential a 
character that Secretary Blaine has preferred 
nottoinform a greater number of persons 
than absolutely necessary of the progress. 
Yesterday Chairman Hitt called the Foreign 
Affairs Committee together and agreed to re- 
port to the House at once aresolution calling 
upon the President to send to the House ali 
the correspondence on the subdject of 
the Bebring Sea question that might 
properly be made public. Mr. Hitt 
hurried tnto the House as the hands of the 
clock pointed to 4:45, andinthe tumult that 
preceded the adjournment he was unable to 
present his resolution. With regard to the 
probable action of the House Mr. Hitt last 
night said: 

*‘l have no doubt the resolution will be 
adopted to-morrow. It is possibie that all 
the correspondence will not be sent tothe 
House. The President may at his discretion 
omitsuch part as in his judgment should 
remain confidential.’’ 

Representative MoCreary of Kentucky is the 
principal Democratic member of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee. Representative 
liltt, the Chairmarg of the committee, with 
McCreary, has devoted a great deal of atten- 
to the Behring Sea dispute. 


In speaking of the resolution whick Mr. Hitt 
had prepared, Mr. McCreary said. ‘‘Mr. Hitt 
could not bave secured the passage of the 
resolution this afternoon asthe matter is onw 
in which there should be as lIittie delay as 
possible. While it is an exaggerationto say 


_weare threatened with war,yet it is neverthe- 


less a fact that an unusualiy large British 
fleet is being assembled inthe North Pacific. 
There are now two war vesseis lying off Esqul- 
mauit, the Amphion and the Champion. 1 see 
by the telegraph reports that the 
War Sprite, Admiral Holtbam’s fiag 
ship, is daily expected to arrive 
there, accompanied by three other war 
vesselle carrying in the aggregate thirty-six 
guns. We are also told that two British tor- 
pedo boats have crossed, the firat of their 
class tomakethe trip. What do ail these 
preparations mean? 
proceed inthe dark on such an important 
subject. We should know just what bas been 
done and just what it is expected may be 
done. In other words, Congress shonid have 
all the information attalpable on this matter, 
and on that account I am anxious to have this 
resolution passed. It will come up early to- 
morrow and ifthe opportunity serves, 1 ex- 
pect to make a few remarks on it.’’

Clinton Bowen Fisk was born in York, Liv- 
ingston County, N. Y., in December, 1828. His 
parents removed to Michigan while he was 
quite young, and it was in that State that 


he was educated and commenced life. 
He was first H merchant, then a 
miller and nexta banker. In 1859 he moved 
to St. Louls, where he resided several years. 
Atthe outbreak ofthe war he was made colo- 
of the Thirty-third Missoar! and 
became brigadier-general. n 1865 
was brevetted major-general of 
volunteers. After tne war he left St. Louls 
and became assistant Commissioner under 
Gen, O. O. Howard in the management of the 
Freedmen’s Bureau in Reatucky and Ten- 
nessee. The Fisk University in 
Nashville, Tenn., was named after 
him in return for his assistance in its 
establishment. Among other positions he 
was a trustee of Dickinson College, of Drew 
Theological Seminary and of the Albion Col. 
lege, Michigan. The General was a very 
earnest Methodist and worked hard to effect 
“ uniou between the North and 
South churches.In 1874 be was appointed Pres. 
ident of the Board of Indian Commissioners; 
in 1886 he headed the State Prohibition ticket 
in New Jersey, and in 1888 he was the Probibi- 
tion nominee for the presidency.

THE CROPS. 


Reports of Correspondents te the “Farmers’ 
Review’’ on Conditien. 


CHICAGO, lll., July 9.—The following will 
appear in this week’s ‘Farmers’ Review: The 
majority of our correspondentg in Kentucky, 
Iowa, Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota re- 
port local showers sufficient for the immedi- 
ate needs of growing crops im those States. 
**Very dry’’ is the report from all parts of 
Illinois and Missouri, as well as portions of 


Indiana, Ohio and Kansas. Good rains have 
falien in many of the previously drouth dis- 
tricts of Nebraska, and corn shows marked 
improvement in consequence. The condition 
of spring wheat remains the same as last 
reported in Wisconsin and Minnesota. Oon- 
siderable improvement has taken place in 
Nebraska. mn Iowa rust has caused a 
decline in several counties that has lowered 
the average for the State. The condition of 
corn has not changed materially from the fair 
average last reported in Illinois and Iowa. 
Nebraska, Wisconsin and Minnesota corre- 
onsiderable improvement. 
Reports from all other States covered by our 
bulietin show a decline of two to five points. 
Relative to oats, lilinois reports show a slight 
improvement on the very low averages last 
reported. Minnesota and lowa correspond- 
ents report condition improving and pros- 

ects good for an average crop. Reports from 
Michigan and Wisconsin indicate eonsidera- 
ble decline, but the averages for these 
States are still higber. In ail other States con- 
dition is very low and apparently declining. 
From the present outlook lilinois and Missouri 
will harvest only about one-half and Ken- 
tucky about one-quarter their usual crops of 
oats; for all of which the grain plant iouse is 
responsible. We summarize as follows re- 
ports of condition:

The ordinances authorizing the Union and 
Northern Central street railroads to change 
thelr motor power to electricity were given a 
final reading and passed. 

A number of bills authorizing saloon keep- 
ers and others to establish public drinking 


fountains in front oftheir places were teken 
up and passed notwithstanding Mr, Nelson’s 
objections. The city gives free water 
for such purposes and Mr. Nelson obj ected to 
givingso much ofitfor nothing. The foun- 
tains, he argued, werefor the advancement 
of private business interests. 

The nomination of O. F. Guthrie forthe va- 
cant Street Commissionership was not re- 
ported by the Committee on Public Im- 
provements owing to the absence of Messrs. 
Horton and Metcalfe of the Committee on 
Public Improvements. 

The North & South railway bill was recon- 
sidered and referred back to the Committee 
on Railroads. 

The bill to adopt the Merz system of cre- 
mating garbage instead of disposing of it by 
throwing it in the river was discussed 
and passed, though Mr. Cole strongly objected 
to the mannerin whichthe ordinance was 
drawn. The ordinance provides that the city 
can purchase the plantafter ten years, but 
does not say what it shall pay for it. 

The Postal Telegraph Co.'s bill was passed, 
and the National, or Dorsett, Subway bili or- 
dered to engrossment. 

The Council adjourned until Tuesday even- 
ing, when Mr. Guthrie’s nomination will be 
reported. 

THE HOUSE. 

There were twenty-five members present at 
the meeting of the House of Delegates iast 
evening. Delegate Huber prescnted 
a concurrent resolution requesting the Board 
of Public Improvements to consider tha ad- 
visability of eelling astripof O'Fallon Park, 
orthe entire park. The resolution was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Public Improve- 


ments. 

The bill to increase the salaries of the 
guards at the Work-house from $40 to $50 per 
month was passed. 

The garbage cremation bill waa given a first 
reading and the House then adjourned until 
Friday evening.

3 Use of Butter Instead of Perk—The Dish 
Sacred to Forefathers’ Day—The Rule 
fer Brown Bread—Old Celesy Succo- 
tash. 


From ‘‘way down South in Dixle,’’ from 


the Creole elty of New Orleans, comes a letter 
to the Boston Heraid, requesting to be told the: 
Way to prepare the succulent baked beans of 
New England. It seems an odd request, as 
the famous dish, somehow, doesn’t seem ex- 
‘Bctly suited to a tropical climate. One thinks 

of it ratber in connection with east winds 
and chilling temperature than with soft gulf 
breezes and perpetual warmth. Then, too, 
Shat one should turn away from the cookery 
of New Orleans, with all the tradition of 
delicacy and refinement, to seek the frugal 
fare of the North, seems almost incredibie. 
Btill, asthe New UOrieans householder asks so 
@arnestiy for it, it shall be forthcoming. The 
New England woman may omit this article; it 
ie not for her, but for the uninitiated far, 
away. 

Why the ‘‘Boston baked been’’ should pos- 
Seen the charm that it does to persons living 
Outside the sacred limit it would be difficult 
tosay; butitis probably the experience of 
every heusekeeper in the city of the Puritans 
thatshe rarely has offered this dish to the 
stranger within her gates who has not ac- 
©epted it gladiy, and partaken of it with a 
relish. Now and then, to besure, some one 
is found with such a hopeless bad taste that 
he utterly refuses to like the bean, or to have 
any patience with aR, custom which 
tnakes 80 important nH part of 
the New England bill of fare. This 
Gish is as good as acalendar to the ordinary 


New Engiander, and al! bave beard of the 
story of the good deacon, who, missing the 
beans from the Sunday morning breakfast 
table, concluded that he must have been 
mistaken in thinking it was Sunday when he 
awoke, and s0 prepared to go to the store 
for business as usual, almost refusing to be 
convinced that it was Sunday, until told of 
the accident which robned him of his 
regular Sabbath day breakfast. It has often 
been asked why it iathat this dish became 
60 much apart of the regular Sunday observ.- 
ance; and it is no wonder that the generatien 
living to-day cannot realize the etringency of 
the old Puritan Sunday laws, which madeita 
sie to do any unnecessary work on that day. 
And cooking was esteemed unnecessary work, 
since all the food that was needed for family 
consumption might be prepared on Saturday. 
And this was a ood thing, too, for it guve the 
housewife 
THE NEEDED REST 

aftern week of work such as was known 
only to the pioneer mothers of New Eugiand. 
The dish was homely and frugal, but it was 
@asiiy obtained; the beans grew plentifully, 
and the pork cawe from the barrel inthe cel- 
lar, to which was consigned the meat every 
autumn afterthbe pigs were killed. There is 
mo sentimentinthis dish; it represents the 
stern economy of the lifeof the settiers of 
New Engiand. &Atili it has such a strong 
hold in the traditions ofthe people that they 
Cling to it, even in the midst of plenty, and 
seem tolixe itas well, if not better, when 
they have it as choice as they did in the days 
of stern necessity. The market of to-day is 
laden with the delicacies of every clime, and 

etevery seventh day the frugal fare of early 

ew England is turned to with apparent 
relish, and ‘‘the feast of fat things’’ is set 
aside for the simple Puritan dish. 

There is one insuperable difficulty in the 
Bouth and Westinthe way of properly pre- 
paring baked beans, andthat is in the way 
She pork iscured. In those sections of the 
country it is almost invariably smoked and 
cured as bacon, while in the North it is eimply 
pickled or corned. Thesmoky flavor which 
the bacon gives spolls the beans, and makes a 
wery different dish from the genuine New 
Enwiand one. There, is, however, a way 
of overcoming even that dificuity, and that fs 
by the use of butter instead of pork. Verv 
many Northern families, who objectto the 
use of pork in any form, usethe butter, and 
the result is very good indeed, the beans bav- 
ing a rare delicacy of flavor and losing some- 
thing of the heaviness which the pork gives to 
them. Forthe warm olimatesandfor sum- 
merinthe North the use of butter is advised 
in place of pork, even where the latter Is easily 
obtainable. The best bean tobe used is the 
ema!! pea bean, it makes a nicer looking dish, 
and the flavor is more delicate than thatof tbe 
Jarger bean;of course, you understand that 
it isthe round white beanthbat isto be used, 
and notthe large kidney, cranberry or other 
large beans. They havea coarse fiavor, and 
do ngt make so appetizing a dish. They 
are occasionally used, especially in the 
northern portions of New Engiand, but they 
are not ‘‘the’’ bean of Doston, and that you 
know isthe ‘‘only accredited one,’’ as they 
gay intrade. ‘The first requisite for having 
the cooking done successiully is the beaa 
pot. This is really a necessity; no makeshift 
will answer the purpose. Thev are some- 
times cooked ina pan, but the resuit is by no 
Meane the same. The beausshouid be care- 
fully picked over the night before, and all the 
specked ones removed. If the beans are over 
a year old, they may be soaked over night in 
©coid water, the water being turned off in the 
early morning and renewed bytresh. If the 
beans are nota vear old, they should not be 
soaked over night, as they would grow too 

SOFT AND MUSHY, 

and thatisaresult which Is to be sedulously 
avoided, aethe beans should be whole when 
served. In the morning put them over the fire 
n cold water, and parboil!l them; they should 
slowly heated, and only slightly parbolied, 
They must pot on apy account be allowed to 
become soft. The exact time for parbotling 
eannot be given, ase the beans differ in hard- 
mess acoordinpg tothelrage. Theonly way is 
So testihem. Thatis done asfollows: Take 
afew on a spoon and biow them lightly. 
If the skin wrinkles, they are sufiicientiy 
arbolled, and should be taken from 
he fire at once. Drain them through 
- collander, and then pour cold 
water over them, rinsing themofm. This not 
only takes off ail the water from them in 
which they have been bolied, but also hard- 
ensethe softest somewhat, and gives thema 
rtain consistency, which makes them mucn 
ess linble to grow soft and break during the 
aking. The water in whioh they are boiled 
ing rinsed off, the favor will be more deli. 
@ate, and there wiil be an absence of tlie 
Strong teste which is so much objected to by 
many people who have eaten them when this 
recaution has not been taken; they will also 
emueb iess iikely to disagree with those 
who eat them. Lay a thin siice of salt pork on 
the bottom of the bean pot, and on thisa 
gmalionion. Pourinthe beans, bave ready 
a piece of salt pork weighing about a pound 
the fatecored every eighth of an inch or so, 
d put it in the pot with the beans, arranging 
oe that the top of the meat shall rest buried 
fn them.

rye flour, one teaspoonful! of soda, one tea- 
spoonful of salt, one pint of sour milk, or, 
better still, if you cam get it—buttermilik—and 
one cup of molasses. Mix the meai and flour 
together, so that they will be thoroughly in- 
corporated. Mashthe salt and soda before 
measuring them, then sift them and mik them 
thoroughly with the flour, putthe sour milk 
and molasses together, mixing them well,and 
add them tothe flour with which the soda 
and salt bave been mixed; beat well together. 
lf the batter is mot molst enough to pour add 
a little more water, until it is of the proper 
consistency. Pour into a well greased brown 
bread mould or pall, filling it only about two- 
thirds full, so as to give it room to raise. 
Cover it with a tight cover, wel! greased aiso. 
Ateam three hoursina steamer and set the 
mould or pall in a kettie of bolling water, with 
a restin the bottom of the kettie to keep the 
bread from burning. Keep the water boiling 
steadily, and as it boils away replenish it 
with hot water from the teakettic, 80 as to 
keep the water Constantiy at about the same 
level. Four hours’ boiling is better than 
three, if you can manage to give it. It makes 
the bread lighter and finer. Remove the 
cover attheend of that time and place the 
mould in the oven forten or fifteen minutes 
todry the orast, but not long enough to 
barden it. 

Just here is a good place to put another 
genuine old fashioned New England dish, the 
succotash of the Pilgrims. Mre. Abby Morton 
Diaz is the authority for it, and she pronoun- 
ces it genuine. itis rarely seen out of the old 
colony, and is sacred to Plymouth especially. 
It isthe dish that occupies the post of honor 
on Forefathers’ day, and appears at all the 
public dinners, forthis generation is taught 
to regard a preparation of green sweet corn 
and fresh beans as succotash; well, in a way, 
soitis. Butitis not by any means the genu- 
ine article, the dish that was esteemed by the 
Pilgrime of Piymoutb, and is still regarded 
with veneration by their desendants. Mrs. 
Diaz, as atroe daughter of the Pilgrims, has 
succeeded to the secret of the preparation of 
the dish, and it is to ber the Herald readers 
must return their thanks. You wiil want 
for this dish three or four pounds 
of nice corned beef, a fowl weighing from five 
to six pounds, aquart of emall white beans 
and three or four quarts of hulled corn. soak 
the beans over night, after picking them 
carefully over, change the water im the morn- 
ing, and boll until they are reduced to a pulp. 
Wash the corned beefand pat itin plenty of 
water to boll; do this about Sin the morning, 
if you are to serve the dinner at noon or about 
lo’ciock, Prepare the fowl as for roasting, 
then put itin with thegmeat to boll about one 
and a half hours beforé dinner time; add also 
a few potatoes, a nice turnip cutin siices and 
acarrot. When the meatand fowl are done 
remove from the water, putin the corn and 
boll, adding the beans. Serve the beef on 
one dish, the chicken and vegetables on 
another and the corn and beansin a tureen. 
This is the real old colony succotash. You 
may like to read about it if you don’t care to 
cook it.

WITH HER MOTHER-IN-LAW.

Her Beauty and Accomplishments, Her 
Breeding and Gentleness Are Too Marked 
fer the Imusignificant Harrisens—Bliunt- 
ness of the First Lady—An Interesting 
View of the President's Family.

Itisan odd fact that, with all the gossip 
and biographical sketches of the President's 
family that have filied the newspapers for two 
years past, very littie has ever been written 
about Mrs. Russell Harrison, and yet she is, 
or should be, a prominent figure in the pres- 
ent administration, even though not sd ag- 
gressive or so given to tooting the ego horn as 
her enterprising husband. A faithful pen 
portraitof this, the most modest member of 
the Flarrison family, ought not to be without 
interest and at least is a change from the baby 
washings and other domestic ceremonies with 
which the White House bas furnished columns 
for the papers. 

As every one knows, Mrs. Russell Harrison 
was previous to her marriage a Miss Mamie 
Saunders, the daughter of ex-Senator Saun- 
Gers of Nebraska. Apart of her education 
was received at the Academy of the Visitation 
in George: Jwn, D. C.—that famous old con- 
ventschool from which so many giris have 
graduated to becomein iate years wives of 
eminentmen. She wasat that time an. ex- 
tremely iovely iooking girl, rather above 
medium height, with rounded figure, golden 
hair, peachy complexion and serene biue 
eyes. There was then, even at that rollicking 
age, as now, total absence of vivacity in her 
features as in her disposition, the striking 
expression ofthe face being one of intense 
sweetness. She possessed an amiable,equable 
temper and was never known to infringe upon 


a rule or join in any of the pranks that made 
convent Hfe worth living to her classmates. 
But Mamie Saunders was of too mild a 
nature to excite opposition, ana she probably 
had notaschoolmate who had other than a 
friendly feeling for her, while atthe same 
time her characteristics were not sulflicientiy 
pronounced to win her any special warmth of 
friendship or intimacy, except with afew who 
chanced to know her well. 
The family fortunes fluctuated with the 
years, but fortunately at the time of their 
daughter’s entrance into society the Saun- 
derses wereonthe high wave of prosperity, 
and Mamie became the most conspicuous of 
tne acknowledged belies of Omaha. Several 
seasons werespent in Washington aud is was 
there she metand became engaged to Russell 
Harrison, not, however, without consider- 
able opposition from her family. This opposi- 
tion the Harrisons beard of and doubtiess 
have never quite forgiven. 
The wedding was the most brilliant social 
affair that bad ever occurred in Omaha. The 
utmost iavishness was displayed, from the 
trousseau, which contained fifty elegant 
gowns, tothe minutest details of entertain- 
men® A large number of guests from a dis- 
tance were entertained fordays at the hotel 
where the Saunderses lived, and the bachelor 
dinner given by young Harrison, with its at- 
tendantconviviail incidents, is not likely to 
be forgotten by the participants. The da 
following the ceremony the bridal party left 
in a special carfor Indianapolis, where a re- 
ception was given at the then Senator Harri- 
son’s bouse, and after a little time the young 
couple settled down in Helena, Mont., where 
Russell held a position in the United States 
Assay -oftice. 
But married life soon proved anything but 
unalloyed biiss. Society, asinalli new West- 
ern towns, was ip an exceedingly crude con- 
dition, and Mrs. Harrison could not affiliate 
with many of the people whom ber husband, 
from politic or selfish motives, insisted upon 
her meeting and entertaining. Asis too 
often the case with little men, Russell Har- 
rison makes up by excess of important feel- 
ings what he lacks in stature, and thedespotie 
tendencies of a small nature were not altered 
by matrimony. Inuattention and selfishnees 
onthe part of the husband did not tend to 
make the wife more contented with her un- 
congenial surroundings and the pretty home 
at Helena was anything but a happy one. The 
resaltofit was that young Harrison's irregu- 
larities of life, both at home and abroad, 
became common gossip, and his wife’s visits 
to her parents in Omaha grew more freqrent 
and of lomger duration, until it finally came 
about that the young couple lived by far the 
greater part of the time apart. 
At this juncture, when domestic estrange- 
ment bad almost reached the limit and gossip 
of a pending separation wasafreely current, 
two events occurred which belpedto bridge 
over the crisis—the nomination of Harrison 
to the presidency andthe birth of the baby 
Marthena. A rupture inthe family at that 
time, in view of political interests, would 
have been extreinely awkward, and, what- 
ever overtures were made, some sort of an 
amicable understanding was reached. Then, 
too, the young mother’s heart found repose 
In lavishing its affection upon the child, and 
Russell also seemed to feel the influence of 
the tie, and, as sometimes bappens, baby 
hands strengthened the weakened bond. Mrs. 
Sarrison has continued, however, to make 
her home with ber parents, by whom she is 
almost entirely supported. 
That the daughter-in-law has passed so lit- 
tle time atthe White House has not escaped 
comment, nor has the evident desire of the 
President’s politic secretary—doubtiess cog- 
nizant of which way the wind biows—to im- 
rene newspaper correspondents with Mrs. 
useell Harrison's insignificance and Mrs. 
McoKee’s importance. There has been plenty 
of material for gossip. moreover, in the facts 
that Mrs. Russell left her father-in-law’s 
house to go to a hotel in Indianapolis at the 
time of the election, not many believe be- 
cause of any danger, as was stated—for there 
was none—of her convalescent baby giving 
the whooping-cough to the McKee children, 
but because it was made too unpleasant for 
her to remain; that the littie Marthena, al- 
though a Harrison in every feature, receives 
no notice whatever from the idolaters of the 
despotic Benny; that mother, baby and nurse 
were quartered ip the housekeeper’s room 
during the ipaugural ceremonies, and that 
the yoonger Mrs. Harrison did not appear iu 
Washington—as she would had ali been 
agroeeabie, for she is fond of society—until the 
winter gayeties were quite over. 
Jealousy may be at the bottom of it all, for 
Mrs. Russell Harrison is a handsome woman, 
while Mrs. McKee isthe reverse, and she op- 
poses to that young matron’s rather frivolous 
character unassuming womaniiness. A good 
mother, her devotion to her child isa matter 
of every day deed rather than idle talk for the 
benefit of interviewers and correspondents. 
But it is impossible that there can be any con- 
geniality between the President’s family and 
awoman of ber disposition. While not a 
woman to put herself forward her breeding 
and gentleness make themselves feit by 
whomseoever she meets. The winning quality 
of ber nature is perhaps best expressed in the 
words of an intimate friend, who once said 
affectionately: 
**I don’t know what it is. Mamie isn’t par- 
ticularly lively, nor she doesn’t say anything 
especially bright, but some way she rests 
me.’’

Rains were only local throughout the corn section 

New Urleans cieared yesterday 25,000 bucorn fur 
Liverpool and 102,000 bu for Dublin. 

Vincennes, Ing., wired: **Wheat coming in slow- 
ly. Yield poor and rrain fine.’*’ 

Au exchange contributes the following ‘‘*best rule 
for measuring corn inthecrib: Multiply the length, 
breadth and height together in feet to obtain the 
number of cubic feet. Multiply this product by four, 
strike off the right-hand figure and the result will be 
the number of shelled bushels inall, very vearly.’ 

Dornbusch of dune 24 says: ‘The wheat har- 
vested in Spain will be irreguiar, but in some of the 
earlier districts where cutting has begun the yield of 
grain and strawis more abundant than for several 
years past. in Southern Russia the general outiook 
is satisfactory. Inthe country around Smyrna all 
the crops are deficient except bariey.whichis ex- 
pected te turn out welli.’’ 

An Odessa paper of June 13, says: The past week 
hasimostly been wet, cold and @tormy, which has 
been the cause of numerous complaints from farm- 
ers, which, however,in our opinion are exagger- 
ated. We do not deny that storms. at this time of 
the to wheat and rye, 
but the mischief done is only local, for 
this damp weather ls particularly favor- 
able for Ghirkas and barley. ‘The oniv cereal which 
up to the present has suffered from itis oats, which 
for some days has been drenched without haying a 
chance to dry upintheabsenceof strong sunshine. 
However, itis high time for fine weather to return, 
as without it our crop will certainly run the risk of 
failure. 

Dornbusch of June 29 says: ‘*The final report of 
the wheatcrop of the Punjab has been issued. In 
round numbers the yield was 16,824,000 bu under 
the previous year—the figures are 59,856,000 bu in 
1889-90 and 76,680,000 in 1888-9. This de- 
ficiency will have a considerable effect 
upon the shipments from Karachi. On _ the 
other hand, Gudh and the northwestern prov- 
inces have harrested 54,432,000 bu, showing a slight 
increase on the preceding year, and the quality is 
said to be exceptionally good. The produce of these 
districts is divided for shipment between Bombay 
and Calcutta. the latter getting the larger sbare.’’ 

Jim River Valley wires that the hot winds of last 
week did considerable damage to crop, and prospects 
now are for only a half crop. 

Bishop Bowman, who has been onatripof several 
days’ duration through lowa and 6 ey says if 
corn is damaged he is notaware of it. He rode by 
wagon over a considerable section of country and the 
corn he saw wasin fine condition. It is needless to 
say Bishop Bowman is not interested inthe market. 

Dornbusch of June 23 says of the crops of Rou- 
mania: From Bucharest it is reported that immense 
destruction has been caused to the grain fields in the 
western portion of the principality by thunder ard 
halistorms. In the districts of Olt. Dolj and Roma- 
natz the crops had been completely destroyed by the 
hail. Similar disastrous reports come from Tulcia in 
the Dobeudscha, where harvest prospects in spite of 

rolonged rain had been very favorable, while un- 
fortunately there is no part of Roumania which does 
notappearto have suffered more or less from the 
effects of these destructive storms. 

The official report of the Austrian Minister of Agr- 
riculture contains the following: Wheat—Left of the 
Danube, damaged by the rain and wind atthe com- 
mencement of the week, the rust continues to in- 
crease, and smut is also observable in eome districts.

The Art of Fast Walking. 


Walter Shirlaw in Harper’s Weekly: Persons 
whd bave never been trained to walk fast gen- 
erally quicken their gait by bending forward 
and lengthening the stride, atthe same time 


bending the knees very much ateach step. It 
is pretty safe to say thatno onecan possibly 
adopt this style and keepa fairwaik at a 
faster gait than six miles an hour. The fast 
waiker must keep himself erect, his shoulders 
back, and chest threwn out. He must putdown 
his forward footand heel first, with the leg 
straight. He must take strides so quick 
that they look short. He muet,if he expects 
to get a good stride, work his hips considera- 
bly, overcowing the sidewise tendency of the 
hip movement by a compensatory swinging 
ofthe arms. The length of stride in fast 
walking is astonishing to those who look at it. 

A little Gguring will maké it clear why this is 
so. There are 1,760 yardsin a mile, or 1,760 
strides three feetliong. To do a mile in 3 
minutes a walker must cover 220 yards a min- 
ute, or eleven feeta second. Now 220 steps 
a minute—nearly four 4 second—is 
pretty quick work, as any one may 
discover for himself. Even $3 steps a 
second, or 180 to the minute, seems guick. 
The chances are that your 8-minute man, al- 
though his legs move so quickly that the steps 
seem short, isnot doing us many as 200 steps 
to the minute, and consequently. that the 
stride is at least3 feet6 inches. With alittie 
practice a man 6 feet high can easily maintain 

a 4-foot stride for halfa mile. 

Itis true that fast walking isan artificial 
gait, but itis also true that practice at fast 
walking will quicken a man’ 8 unartificial gait. 
One who cando bis mile in 7:30 in racing trim 
and on the cinder path, can walk in the street 
ata 6-mile gait without either getting ont of 
breath or getting red inthe face, and with- 
out attracting attention by any peculiarity of 
his gait except its swiftness. It is a real gain 
to any man to be able to walk a mile in ten or 
twelve minutes without over-exertion or 
fatigue; to beable to walk five or six miles 
forevery four he used to walk without any 
more conscious effort, and with a sense of en- 
oyment in the mere exercise that he never 

ad before. 

The walking records of some of the ordinary 
distances stand: One mile, 6m. 293-5s., F. P, 
Murray; two miles, 13 m. 48 3- 5s., F. P. Muf- 
ray; three mijes, 2im. 91-5s., F. P. Murray; 
five miles, 83m. Ses., W. H. Purdy; seven 
miles, 64m. is., HK. E. Merrill; ten miles, 
77m. 40%s., E. E. Merrill. 


Cricket in Samoa.

A cricket mania has broken out in the sunny 
isles where Robert Louis Stevenson bas estab- 
lished his home. ‘‘Cricket,’’ writes a colonial 


newspaper correspondent from Samoa,

the manner in which itis played by the na- 
tives. Itis no uncommon thing to see a game 
being played in which the players number 
from eighty toone hundred and fifty a side, 
and which lasts for ten days or a fortnight. 

The natives have become so crazy over cricket 
that they neglect their food crops during the 
whole of the season, and the consequence is 
that during a great part of the year they are 
in @ state of peverty.

CAUSED BY THE HEAT, 


Hundreds of Hogs Exposed te the Sun’s 
Rays Dying in Pens. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcnr. 

* New Yorx, July §9.—Passengers] on the 
Long Ieland Rallroac, which has its depot at 
Buchwick and Montrose avenues, Brooklyn, 
were startled yesterday to seeabout 100 dead 
hogs lying about the pens of the sliaughter- 
ing house of Christian Schumacher in John- 
son avenue. The animals, which bad 
traveled from the far West in tightly 
packed railroad cars and had arrived 
in Brooklyn in good condition, were 


dying one after the other, while abie-bodied 
men stood about and watched the poor brutes 
in their dying agony without lifting « band to 
alidthem. The penin which the dead hogs 
lay was without shelter from the burning 
rays. Abont one hundred feet away, in a 
biack puddie of water, two dozen dying hogs 
were wallowing about in a vain effort to secure 
release from the death dealing heat. Several 
of theemployes said that the death of the 
animals was duetothe inability of the con- 
cern to furnish water to them. 
One of these men said that on Monday 
no less than seventy hogs of a shipment 
of 150 died in the pens and yesterday the num- 
ber was placed at nearly 100, In the killing 
house wasfound row after row of dressed 
hogs which were killed yesterday. The pro- 
prietor of the establishment said that the heat 
alone was responsible for the deaths amd that 
should water be given them it would cause 
death. Inresponsetoan inguiry as to why 

reper shelter fromthe sun’s rays had not 
een prepared he had nothing to say. He 
said he bore none of the ioses resulting from 
the death of the animals.

New YorkK, July 9.—Celluoid and zylonite 
manufacturers wiil soon organize a trust. 
Rumors that acombination was about to be 
formed by the American Zylonite Co. of 
Zyionite, Mass.; the celluoid company of 
Newark, N. J.; the Ariington Co. of Arling- 
ton, N. Y., and the Lithold Co. of Newbury- 
port, Mase.,have been current in those circies 


for some time, and yesterday it was reported 
that the consolidation bad already taken effect. 
The announcewent was premature, however. 
Owing to the absence fromthe city of W. L. 
Brown of the American Zylionite Co. &@ meet- 
ing that had been arranged by the representa- 
tives of the various companies was postponed 
and the articles of agreement will not be 
signed until later inthe week. It is said that 
the Arlington Co. will not be in the deal. Ac- 
cording to authentic information the united 
companies will be capitalized for $6,000,000 
and the plants of the zylonite and lithoid 
compenies will be abandoned and aill 
their patents, patterns, material and 
machinery will be turned overto the United 
Celiuoid Co., which will hereafter exciusive- 
ly manufacture all the articles heretofore 
made by the concerns.

A DAINTY LITTLE THING. 


THE DAGGER WITH WHICH MRS. GOULD 
KILLED HER HUSBAND- 


A Quiet, Golden-Haired Little Weman’s 
Brave But Fatal Defense Against & Dis- 
graceful and Brutal Husband — The 
Strange Career of a Wealthy Couple 
Frem Eegiand at Atlanta, Ga., and 
Murphy, N. C. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disrarcs. 

ATLANTA, Ga., July 9.—‘‘With words that 
weep andtears that speak,’’ Mrs. Charles 
Gould, who is confined in jail at Murphy, N. 
O., on the charge of killing her husband, de- 
clares the kiliing was unintentional; that she 
was forced to it to protect herself from a man 
wbo, when sober, was a loving, carefnl, 
thoughtful husband, who under the influence 
of liquor was a brute, a disgraceful, inhuman 
beast, whose chief pleasure lay in torturing 
her witb threats of violence. it was not the 
husband this quiet, golden-hgired little 
woman killed; it was the beast; and if her 
story of the events leading up to the murder 
is true, she probably saved her life by striking 
deep and striking hard with ber dagger. 
Oomparatively frendiess and a stranger in 
this country, Mrs. Gould refuses to speak of 
her own or her busband’s life or affairs, and 
all that is known of them was gathered from 
what they said when stopping at the Mark- 
bam House inthis city a week ago. But the 
lonely little woman does talk about the mur- 
der to the sheriff’s wife and relates her first 
statement without any change—tlat her hus- 
band was going to kill her—that he was 
drunk, that she killed him In a paroxysm of 
terror. 

‘*How could Ihave killed him?’’ she asks 
pathetically. ‘‘How could a weak littie 
creature like me, killa big man like him? He 
could crush me, he was so atrong.’’ 

And she baif turns around, as if expecting 
to see the man whose life she took. There is 
evidently something of amystery connected 
with the case and the couple attracted a great 
deal of attention wherever they went—be by 
his reckless extravagance, she by her pecu- 
liarity of dress and sweet temper. 

A WEALTHY ,COUPLE. 

They arrived in this city some weeks ago 
and went to the Markham House, where they 
registered as ‘‘Mr. and Mrs. Charlies Gould, 
London, England.’’ They were alone, but 
their baggage was light. still it 
was evident théy were wealthy 
for they spent money liberally, lavishly, and 
it was the general impression that they were 
immensely wealthy, forno one could have 
spent money as they did unless there was a 
big pile of hard dollars febind them. They 
imparted the information that they were rich 
and that they had simply come over to this 
country to make a tour of the South and West 
in search of health. It must have been Mrs. 
Gould’s health that was impaired, for tbe 
husband was certainiy a healthy speci- 
men of manhood. He was a. typi- 
cal Engliishman, wore the conventional 
side whiskers, spoke with a broad accent 
and was very much in love with the chase, 
likewise the cup. He was, so be said,formerly 
a pianter at Criton, India, but he had felled. 
lle bad, however, some wealthy relatives in 
kngland and owned valuable property there, 
so he was well fixed. He liked to spend 
money, he had plenty of itand he was going 
to keep right on spending it until he died nat- 
uraily or broke his ‘‘d—d neck in the chase.’’ 
Atany rate he frequently drew iarge checks 
ou the Bank of Englandand they were bhon- 
ored. Gould made many friends, but many 
did not like his air of proprietorship 
and his arrogance. Bat bis lavish ex- 
penditure of money gave him uM 
reputation. Mrs. Gould is well remembered, 
too. She made friends right and left, and in 
spite of her peculiarity of dress and eccen- 
tricity of manner, was well liked. She isa 
pretty bionde, not over 30, and of nervous 
and excitabie temperament. She was devoted 
to her husband and followed him all over. 
When he was sober the couple were insepara- 
ble, butaftera long session with his friends 
in the cafe or atsomeciub, Mrs. Gould used 
torunand hide from bim. She seemed to 
bave an inbore fear of him when he was under 
the influence of liquor. 

BMOKED CIGARETTES. 

Nrs. Gould wore gowns of the finest fabrics, 
but they were all made inastyie that was at 
once new and puzzling to the iadies of At- 
lanta. They were utterly at variance with 
any set fashion and it used to be said, in a 
spirit of fun, that Mr. Gould designed them 
shortly after a prolonged spree. Une of her 
eccebtricities was smoking cigarettes. She 
made no secret of it and said she had con- 
tracted the habitin the East. Just about this 
time (he ladies of Atianta began to wear fancy 
little dageers in theiroelts. It was one of 
those Ornamental fads of fashion which sud- 
denly becomes very popular. Mrs. Gould 
said she was in =Ilove with America, 
and immediately bought a dagger be- 
cause it was American. It was a pretty. 
dainyy little thing which she stuck in her belt 
and made as prominent as possibie. While 
Mrs. Gould was beginningto take up Ameri- 
canisms her husband was busily devoting 
himself to iong and earneat sessions over 
wine with afew choice and clever feliow spir- 
ite and bw drank harder and deeper than ever 
and spentmore money. Mr. and Mrs. Gould 
packed up last week and went over to Mur- 
ply, where Mr. Gould indulged in the chase 
and grew more and more irritable and dissi- 
pated. Still, he treated his wife with maudlin 
tenderness. There wes to be a great run 
‘cross couutry one day and booted and spurred 
Gould set torth with the party perfectly 
sober, sublimely happy and tenderly affec- 
tionate, for be kissed his wife good bye. Tnat 
wasthe day hedied. When he returned from 
the chase he started drinking and it was not 
long before he was under the influence of the 
liquor. ‘Then he staggered up-stairs to his 
roonu® where his wife wus, As he entered she 
saw he was pot himself and refrained from 
Saying anything to him. She still clung to 
the only Americanism she affected—the pretty 


jittle dagger im her belt, and as she turned 


the rays of the setting sun flashed on 
the hilt lixe fire. Gould stood beiore his 
wife for a momeant, giaring at her 
and tapping his boot with his riding crop 
which bad a silver bandie. Then bespoke, a 
snarling, maudlin sentence, and the patient, 
frightened iittlie woman did notreply. Again 
he spoke, and bis tone was rougher and wore 
brutal. Finally stung by his continued in- 
sulting language she replied, andthe quarrel 
which grew out of nothing into agrave began.

hood asserted themselves, and she replied 
thatshe was a woman and as auch was jnti- 
tied to respect; thatshe would not allow bher- 
self to be struck. 

‘*lf you dare strike me,’’ she said, ‘‘I wilil 
defend myseifas best I can.’’ This new atti- 
tude by the wife, whose chief characteristic 
was submissiveness, iniuriated Gould and he 
rushed at her, the crop raised to strike. In- 
stinctively Mrs. Gould’s hand sought the 
dagger in her belt, and as ber husband rushed 
at her and the crop descended on her head, 
she struck, and she struck again and axain. 
Sobered by the first thrust, Gould staggered 
back; the second must have killed him. But 
hia wife did not kKnowit. She was no longer 
the patient, fearful littie wife, terrorized by a 
big busband, she wae the incarnation of en- 
raged terrorand she struck bDiindly and say- 
agely. As her husband staggered from her 
she foliowed him with her eyes fastened on 
his band which clutched the cropand plunged 
the dagger into his breast, his neck, bis side 
—anywhere, everywhere she could reach the 
dagger wasesunk with frenzied force. Then 
he dropped the crop and she stopped striking, 
and told what had bappened. She hardly real- 
ized whatehe had done, but she knew her 
husband was dead and by her hand, and she 
was heartbroken. She was arrested and Mon- 
day was beid for trial.

SAVED BY BRIG FEET. 


Peculiar Case of Circumstantial Evidence 
in the Court of Criminal Cerrection. 


A curious little story came out in the Court 
of Criminal Correction this morning in con- 
nection with the trial of the cast of Henry 
Weick, who was charged with burglary in the 
second degree and larceny. It was a case 
where circumstantial evidence, apparently of 


the most positive character, barely failed to 
send an innocent man before the Grand-jury. 

Weick, an intelligent young German ma- 
chinist, came to this country abouta year 
ago. He spent afew months in Kaasas Cliy 
and then cameon to 8&t. Louis. Owing to his 
inability to speak the English language be 
was unable to obtain employment and was 
found one night asleep in a vacant house in 
the Third District. Officers Schroeder 
and Connors took him “in and sent 
him to the Police Court on the 
charge of trespassing on private premises. He 
could give no excuse for his conduct and wus 
sentenced to serve six monthsin the Work- 
house. He served four months and was then 
released. This was on June 15. 

On thatsame night the residence of Jacob 
Weinheimer, 2122 Victor street, was entered 
by a burglar who carried away clothing, hats 
and shoes of the\ value of $75. The thief 
left behind him an old oap and 
a pair of sboes. This property 
was taken to the Second District Police Station 
where an officer at once recognized the cap as 
that worn by the man Weick, who had been 
sent to the Work-house. Thecap was of for- 
eign make ana the officer was positive in his 
identification. Ailof the detectives were of 
course instructed to keep a sharp lookout for 
the man Weick. 

Detective Lawler found bima few days ago 
and swore out a warrant charging him with 
burgiary. When piaced on the stand in court 
this morning he admitted that the cap had at 
onetime been his property, but emphatically 
denied that he had ever been in 
Mr. Weinheimer’s house. He explained 
thatthe day of his release he had met a 
stranger on the Levee who had given him a 
bat acd he had thrown away the cap, it being 
pretty thoroughly wora out. 

Judge Urmpbeli, of course, refused to be- 
lieve the gauzy tale and was just about to hold 
the defendant tothe Grand-jury when Weick 
noticed the shoes which bad been found with 
the cap. He at once insisted that 
he could not possibly have worn 
them as they were several sizes 
toosmall. In orderto prove the truth of this 
assertion he was allowed to try the shoes on 
in the witness-room. Pull and tug as the 
Deputy Sberiff might the shoes wwuld not go 
on, and Judge Campbell became satisfied of 
the defendant’s innocence. Weick was ac- 
cordingly discharged from custody. He owes 
his escape to the size of bis feet.

The School Board met last night for the 
purpose of making appointments and tran- 
sacting other business of importance.

ATTENTION CONGRESS. 


The Mail Steamer Service With New South 


Wales and New Zealand. 

Saw Francisco, Cal., July 9.—The Journal of 
Commerce has an editorial this morning call- 
ing attention to the factthat the colonies of 
New South Wales and Zealand intend in No- 
vember next to discontinue the subsidy 
which they have paidfor the past twenty 
years to inpaintain the regular lineof mall 
steamers between San Francisco and the 
colonies. Lhe paper states that this action on 


the part of the colonies is due to the failure of 
the United States Government to pay at 
least one-baif the cost of muintaining 
the present mf&!il and passenger service. 
The paper also points out that the amount of 
mail matter going froin this port to the col- 
Onies is neariy fifteen times as great as that 
coming this way, and thatin 1889 the exports 
of merchandise from America to the colonies 
amounted to $1,256,000, while the imports from 
the colonies amounted to but $1,627, 000, show- 
ing the balance of trade in favor of America. 
The Journal of.Commerce deciares that in 
view of the present circumstances the 
end of these communications between Amer- 
ica andthe British colonies in the South Pa- 
cific is near, and deems it imperative that 
Congress should devote early and prompeé at- 
tention to the subject.

THE TROUBLE AMONG THE REPUBLICS OF 
: CENTRAL AMERICA, 


Tho Proposed Confederation Viewed With 
Jealousy and Distrust—Salvadeor Fight- 
ing Against Centrol by Guatemalia—tThe 
Appeals te Mexico and Nicaragua—lInter- 
esting Part Piayed by the Nicaragoa 
Canal, 


By Telegraph tothe Post-DIspaTcn. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., July 9.—That trouble 
is brewing among the Central American reé- 
Rpu@ics over the proposed confederation 
which may result any moment in war is man- 
ifest from the latest advices received here. 
The jealousy and distrust’ with which each 
country views the designs of the other, 
together with other matters, chief of which is 
the great disparity in the respective national 
debts and the jocal advantages of the Nicara- 
guan Canal, yave combined to raise the Dbit- 
terest opposition to the echeme 
which wouilcdc link tegether in one 
nation the Central American republics 
of Costa Rica, Honduras, Nicaragua, San Sal- 
vador and Guatemala. Among the diplomats 
here the talk Is that instead of drawing to this 
peaceful and amicabie settlement the im- 
broglio is daily becoming more and more 
complicated and tbat the union is still Very 
far from being an accomplished fact. Further 
troubles are threatened in San Salvador. Pro- 
visional President Eczeta 
unite bis forces so that eventually he may 
secure aconstitutional Presidency. The late 
President Menendez’ term was to have ex- 
pired next year and a new election wonld 
have resulted in the choice of some other wan 
for the Presidency, as he was inelig!bie for re- 
election. The Menendez faction had intended 


that Dr. Manuel Del Gardo skould have been | 


elected President with Dr. Rafael Ketss as 
First Vice-President. Falling in this a strong 
effort was to have been made to piace Gen. 
Camile Alvarez, the present commander of 
the forces in Guatemala,in the Presidential 
chair. Underelther of these circumstances 
Salvador would have become, so to speax, 
body and soul subservient to the will of Gua- 
temala. Put prior to the Prosidentiatelection 
came the elections for the members of Con- 
gress, which will take place in  De- 
cemmber next. It has been discovered that 
arrangements have been madeto electal! pro- 
Guatemalan candidates, and, as according to 
the coustitution of Salvador the selection of a 
president ofthe country devolves upon Con- 
gress, the success of the scheme to place Ler 
under Guatemala’s control 
BECAME AT ONCE EVIDENT. 

A few days prior to the death of Gen. Menen- 
dez, it was ascertained that there was a sort 
of disaffection tn his cabinet or, in other 
words, part of his cabinet was in favor of 
Guatemala, while the rest were opposed to it. 
As it became apparent thatthe cabinet could 


| not agree, and discerning the semblance of a

spirit, all the cabinet officers sent 
in their resignations. President Menendez 


demurred for several days before signifying 
his acceptance or refusalof the resignations; 
but when be did decide he accepted the 
resignations of those who were opposed to 
influence, and retained those 
who tavored thescheme of the sister republic. 
Manuel Del 
Migister or Secretary of State, and to him was 
ieft the choice of other members of ethe 
cabinet. All the members of the cabinet 
having been selected, President Menendez 
tendered to them a banquet, and it was at 
this banquet the opponents of Guatemala’s 
interference in Salvador matters having 
gained tnformation of what was golng on, that 
l’resident Menendez was polsoned.

dent's house. Gen. Eczeta was at once 
summoned and collecting all the available 
forces. he marched to the White House, or 
‘‘Casa Blanca,’’ as it is there called, and 
took possession of the Presidency, causing 
his soidiers and the remaining guests to pro- 
claim him as lrovisional President. The fol- 


lowing morning, Gen. Eczeta summoned the | 


same ministers who were with President 
Menendez and requested them to remain in 
office subjecito hisorders. This the Cabinot 
agreed todo, but within twenty-four hours 
Gen. Eeczeta bad made himself master of the 
situation, disbanded his Cabinet and selected 
new men who were known to be opposed to 
Guatemala’s scheme, and wlio were more 
in accord with the will ofthe people at large. 
As soon as Gen. Eczeta nad organized his new 
cabinet he found that the Guatemalan faction 
in Saivador was speedily maturing plaus for 
his overthrow. Thering leaders in the plot 
were summarily dealt with. No less than 
thirty were shot and about forty exiled from 
the country. The garrisons atthe sea porta 
and on the frontier are being reinforced and 
Salvador to-day may be fairly said to main- 
tain an armed peace. The military which bad 
been considerably reduced during President 
Menendez’s adininistration is now Deing re- 
inforced by ail civilians liable to mili- 
tary duty. In view of the great 
pressure of surrounding circumstances 
and besides the apparently hostile attitude of 
both Guatemala and Honduras, Salvador felt 
that in case ofa struggle she would not be 
able to hold her own and subsequently sought 
to divert Guatemain’s attention by 
AN APPEAL TO MEXICO 

for Intervention. it was here that Gen. Ke- 
zeta’s diplomecy came into play. While ap- 
pealing to Mexico on the oneside and await- 
ing her anewer, Gen. Eecgeta directed his 
attention to the neighboring republics of 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica. The former 
being his nearest neivhbor she was appealed 
to, both by cable and by special envoy, as 
the outcome of Saivador’s entreaty to Mexico 
might prove unavailing. The Nicaraguans 
have no extra amount of tove to bestow upon 
Guatemalan. These two countries have been 
for a number of years engaged in aconstant 
war of words, more eapecialliy through the 
medium of the press. It was intimated to 
Nicaragua by Salvador that the latter had 
learned that If the formation of the Central 
Americgn Union did not take piace-in Sep- 
tember next, a8 agreed upon by the delegates 
of the five Siates of Central America last 
October, an effort would be made on the part 
of Guatemala and Honduras, conjointly, to 
use force. Had ~~ not President Menendez 
died, Suivador would aigo have leagued 
herself with Guatemala and Honduras. 
Nicaragua learning of this, became consider- 
ubly alarmed, as she desired to avoid blood- 
shed. She consulted with Costa Rica, and 
ellorts are being made on the part of these 
two Republies to induce Salvador to promise 
not to lend her aid to any movement toward 
the union that may be accompanied by force. 
As long as the preponderacy of Guatemala, in 
the consummation of (he union remains in the 
foreground,it is said that neither Nicaragua nor 
Costa Rica will ever consent toaliy themselves 
in the Federation of the Gentral American 
States. On the contrary, it is regarded as 
more than probable that Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica will place themselves Within 
the limits of a federation of two States rather 
than allow Guatemala’s supremacy to dictate, 
asitwere, the terms of Central American 
confederation. Again the correspondent Is 
informed the Nicaraguan Canal is playing an 
important partin this matter, The interests 
of both Costa Rica and Nicaragua are akin fn 
this great enterprise, ani even were it nects-
